Not all Jobs are a snap. Sometimes even 
being an editor Is difficult although we like to 
give the Impression that It Is totally easy and 
enjoyable. 

Recently we had the difficult Job of deter¬ 
mining how much Information to release on a 
story that was red hot In the community. One 
side urged us to forget It, putting pressure on 
us that this type of story could ruin a young 
man’s life. The other side suggested we print 
every detail of the arrest and run photos of 
those persons who wore instrumental in re¬ 
covering Illegal fireworks. 

We had to choose the best course, making 
sure that the information released was correct, 
as reported to us by professionals, that It not 
appear as an unfounded expose just to sell 
papers. 

As the Sierra Madre News always attempts 
to do, we chose the “middle of the road” 
decision, giving the facts that were pertinent 
and sticking totally to the basic information 
as professional Jounalists are supposed to do. 

Of course, there were those who censured 
us for how we handled the story. And there 
were those who congratulated us on the fair¬ 
ness of the story. 

We have to remember, through, that If 
we give truly unbiased coverage, nobody is 
really happy with how we handled the story. 
At least that’s what our attorney tells us. 

The Sierra Madre News will continue to 
report the news as fairly as we can and at¬ 
tempt to be the sounding board for the com¬ 
munity. 


Beware of illegal 
fireworks — 
they kill, maim 


Fire departments and law enforcement 
agencies around the area are embarking on a 
major campaign to reduce the number of fires 
and injuries caused by dangerous and illegal 
fireworks, according to Los Angeles County 
Fire Chief Clyde A. Bragdon Jr. 

Dangerous and Illegal fireworks include 
firecrackers, bottle and sky rockets and any de¬ 
vice which shoots a ball of fire into the sky. 

The Los Angeles County Fire Department 
already has started an aggressive program 
aimed at confiscating illegal fireworks and 
taking criminal action against those who sell 
them. Fireworks purchased from out-of-state 
mail order firms have been conficated at local 
shipping companies. It is illegal to transport 
these fireworks into Califronla. 

Fire Department personnel will be patrol¬ 
ling residential areas over the Fourth of July 
and those illegal fireworks or those using fire¬ 
works in communities which forbid their use 
will be warned or cited. Police and sheriff’s 
officers also will be conducting special fire¬ 
works patrols. Fireworks will be confiscated as 
required by law. 

Chief Bragdon reminded that “safe and 
sane” fireworks can only be sold between noon 
on June 28 and July 6, and only at approved 
fireworks stands in cities which permit their 
sale. They can be used only in these cities. 

Most fires are caused by the bottlerocket, 
an inexpensive fireworks on a stick which 
sends fire into the air. If It lands on a wooden 
roof or in dry trees or shrubbery, it will start 
a fire. 

Firecrackers and sparklers cause the most 
injuries. 

The Chief stated that State law man¬ 
dates a minimum $500 fine for possession or 
use of illegal fireworks. In some Instances, 
possession or large amounts of these fire¬ 
works can be a felony, with a mandatory state 
prison sentence and fine. 

The Chief cautioned that all fireworks are 
prohibited in any brush or grass covered area, 
including the National Forest and penalties for 
using any fireworks are severe. 

No fireworks can be used in the following 
nearby communities: Bradbury, Monrovia, San 
Marino, South Pasadena, and not In Sierra 
Madre. 

Only “safe and sane” fireworks are permit¬ 
ted to be sold or used in Arcadia and Duarte 
(only in city parks on July 3,4 and 5).

Attack on 
TV Porn

In her remarks to the coun¬ 
cil, Fay Angus pointed out 
that both radio and television 
subscribe to professional 
codes of ethics but that 
there was nothing compar¬ 
able to these which cable 
TV subscribed. Angus said, 
“The air waves are held in 
public trust. They are not 
owned by the cable TV com¬ 
panies.” 

During her presentation, 
and after council members 
had declined the opportunity 
to view the same parts of the 
films the audience was ob¬ 
jecting to, Angus described 
some of the scenes in word 
pictures to the council. After 
describing one scene invol¬ 
ving the rape of a woman, 
Angus, the emotion in her 
voice expressing her great 
concern, said, “As a woman, 
■‘T'bbject to the glorification” 
of rape.*’ " 

Donald Dewey, a resident 
of Sierra Madre for 27 years 
and president of R.C. Mod- 
ler, urged adoption of a 
strict cable TV ordinance. 

He said, “On behalf of the 
children of this community 
as well as the concerned 
adults, I urge adoption of a 
strict ordinance prohibiting 
cable pornography.” 

Sally Dewey further empa- 
sized the obvious very real 
concern of those attending 
the council meeting. She 
said, “1 was alarmed my 
child could be exposed to this 
vulgarity.” 

And teenager Wendy 
Dewey, alluding to the al- 
ledged mislabeling of the 
programs, said, “It is not 
right that people think they 
are turning on a decent movie 
and see pornography.” 

Perhaps the feelings of 
those appearing before the 
council on the issue was best 
summed up by Angus when 
she called the offending 
movies “garbage.” 

The discussion on the 
movies was a time for the 
council to appear center 
stage with the proceedings 
being televised by Channel 7 
personnel (Joanne Ishimine 
reporting). Unfortunately, 
only three council members 
(a bare quorum) were pre¬ 
sent for the regular meeting, 
Councilmembers Clem Bar- 
tolai and Tom Edwards hav¬ 
ing been excused from the 
meeting. 

Channel 7 featured the 
proceedings as the lead story 
on its 11 p.m. news program 
Tuesday. Rev. Reed, Fay An¬ 
gus, and Don and Sally 
Dewey all received prominent 
attention in the televised news 
story. 

The fireworks season is 
upon us. This brought the 
city’s Fire Chief, Mark Muel¬ 
ler, to the council to ask for 
its support (quickly and en¬ 
thusiastically given) in the 
Fire Department’s efforts to 
prevent their being set off in 
Sierra Madre.
